If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously.

Marie Anne Louise Elisabeth Vigée-LeBrun (1755-1842), famous French portrait 
painter, was born in Paris. In 1775, she was elected a member of the Academy of St. Luke, 
at Rome. She became a great favorite of society, and was appointed painter in ordinary 
to Marie Antoinette, of whom she painted about thirty portraits. At the time of the Revolu- 
tion, she fled to Italy where she remained three years, then visited Vienna, Prague, Dresden 
and St. Petersburg. In 1802-05, she lived in England; she later made her home alternately 
in Paris and Louveciennes. With the influence of her great friend and patron, the Queen, 
she was received into the French Academy in 1783. 

The history of the above picture, as given to the owner at the time of purchase, is that 
it was painted by Mme. Vigée-LeBrun, prior to the French Revolution, for the de LaBorde 
family, and passed into the possession of the Duc de Mouchy, a descendant, from whom it 
was acquired by Lord Duveen. M. de LaBorde was a great friend of Mme. Vigée-LeBrun 
(see her Memoirs, v.1.), and was one of the victims of the guillotine which so saddened her 

« departure from Paris at the time of the Revolution. The artist mentions in her Memoirs 
(v.t., p. 81) a portrait of herself in a white turban in the Paris house of M. de LaBorde, 
which is apparently the present picture. The Countess d’Angiviller,—for whom the other 
group was painted, representing Mme. Vigée-LeBrun with her daughter standing (now 
in the Louvre),—was by birth a de LaBorde. Another famous version of the present com- 
position, with the child held in the mother’s arms, exists, also in the Louvre Museum, 
which was painted in 1786, and was probably the painting shown in the Salon of 1787. 
The latter was given to the Louvre in 1843 by Mme. Tripier-LeFranc, the artist’s niece 
(see Lafenestre and Richtenberger, Le Musée National du Louvre, 1907, p. 81, no. 522). 
The artist mentions three portraits of herself with her child in her Souvenirs: the Salon 
picture of 1787; the portrait with the child standing, painted for the Count d’Angiviller; 
and a third portrait holding the child in her arms, presumably the present one.
